Learning About Weeds 

Weeds can cause trouble even be- 
fore they sprout. A University of 
Wisconsin scientist has found that 
a dormant weed seed lying in the 
soil may emit a chemical that can 
slow or stop growth of other plants. 
In tests, several common weed seeds 
were found to inhibit or delay ger- 
mination of eight different useful 
crops. The offensive weeds were 
yellow rocket, velvet leaf, lambs- 
quarter, Indian mustard, pigweed, 
ragweed, jimson weed, purslane, 
crabgrass, meadowgrass and barn- 
yard grass. The inhibiting agent 
apparently is an amino acid. GG 


To Promote Label Reading 

A bushy-browed, bug-eyed ani- 
mated package label will be teaching 
television viewers the wise use of 
pesticides this spring. “Larry the 
Label,” a cartoon character, will 
make his debut in a public service 
series to be shown in 12 northeast- 
ern states. 

Agricultural chemical coordin- 
ators in the northeastern states felt 
most pesticide safety problems 
could be solved if people would read 
the label. It is hoped “Larry the 
Label” will prompt pesticide users 
to study the labels carefully when 
purchasing the chemicals and again 
when employing them. @Y
